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We are happy to find that our exertions in the cause 
of those whom Providence has bereft of reason have 
not been in vain. A committee appointed by the 
House of Commons is now sitting, and we may hope 
that something effective will be done to remedy a 
code which ie a positive disgrace to humanity. As 
yet the evidence chiefly refers to the treatment of 
those who are confessedly lunatics. Dr. Percival 
thought it necessary, above all things, that the clergy 
of the district in which an asylum was established 
should be called upon to visit the patients. IIe also 
thought that greater care should be taken in the ex- 
amination of alleged lunatics. Ifa husband wishes 
to part with a wife, or a wife to get rid of a husband, 
while she has full enjoyment of his estate, and in- 
vites strangers to shoot over his dogs, nothing is 
easier than to get a medical certificate from phy- 
sicians who are told the woman or man is mad, and 
are then called in to visit him when care has been 
taken to exasperate him. To placeasane man ina 
lunatic asylum is to make him mad. It is, of course, 
quite right to talk of professional character, position, 
and so forth. Still, the most atrocious acts and 
wrongs have been perpetrated in lunatic asylums, 
and may be perpetrated again. Once a man is placed 
in an asylum he is at the mercy of a mad doctor. 
He cannot see a friend or adviser without the per- 
mission of the very man whose monetary interest it 
is to keep him prisoner. This is quite too unfair a 
trial to poor human nature. Dr. Percival thinks 
that every person confined in a lunatic asylum 
should have means, quite independent of his keeper, 
to demand an examination, to be conducted at a 
trifling expense. 

But it is absolutely necessary that more stringent 
rules should be adopted respecting both public and 
private lunatic asylums. They should be open to 
the inspection of friends of the lunatic for one day in 
each week. A fortnightly return should be given 
to the Lord Chancellor of the state of each patient, 
and the Chancellor himself, or an official of his 
court, should visit every lunatic at least four times a 
year. The expenses, too, of commissions de /una- 
tico inguirendo should be materially lessened ; nor 
should the office of commissioner be given to alawyer 
whom no attorney honours with a brief. 

As Mr. Walpole is chairman of the committee, we 
may hope that all that justice requires will be done.

Thirty years ago, 
when the French first landed in their coantry, the Arabs 
believed that resistance would be vain, for that it was 
fated that the Christians were to have a period of do- 
minion. They have for some time believed that this 
period is expiring or has expired. Every Arab lies 
down every night expecting that he shall be called to 
arms by the Messiah, who isto lead him to the extir- 

tion of the Christians. Ile is not more certain that 

ahomet is the prophet of God than he is that the 
Moule-Saa shall come in a moment, which no one can forc. 
tell, and shall change all things. This“ Lord of the Hour” 
has been described in prophecies which every Arab has 
by heart. His name has been fixed, and his personal 
uliarities have been depicted. Abd-el-Kader believed 

n him as implicitly as the meanest Arab. When Bou 
Maza arose and proclaimed himself the Arab Messiah, 
Abd-el-Kader sent secret messengers to compare the 
features of the pretender with the description given in 
the prophecies. if he had been satisfied with their re- 
t, he was prepared to resign to him his command. 
his “Man of Destiny,” however, ts to be preceded by 
the Moule-Draa, or Lord of Force. Abd-el-Kader at 
one time believed himself to have this mission. It 
is now claimed by the fanatic who has excited 
this shortlived rebellion. This is what the Moniteur 
means when it calls the adventurer an “ impostor,”’ 

The French are so thoroughly conversant with these 
Arab provhecies—as well they may be, for a fanatical 
falsehood is an awkward practical truth—that they 
speak of them as our old Indians do of Hindoo figments 
almost as if they believed them.

lions sterling in keeping her conquest, she is not likely 
to be dispossessed of it.

Mr. WHITESIDE moved that the bill be read 
a third time that day six months. Church-rates were 
associated with the firstrudiments of the constitution, 
when men had no idea of a State without a church. 
They were founded, not on the will or caprice of 
monarchs, but on the Common Law of England 
the noblest in the world. They dated from the Saxon 
piety of old times, and were fixed in the habits and 
feelings of the people. Wherever the churches were 
most numerous, there the population was most moral, 
sober, and orderly. He protested against all attempts 
to subvert the parochial system of Englend, which 
lay at the root of the social existence of the country. It 
was to the political, not to the religious question, that 
the opposition to the rate wasdue. Theold Dissenters 
had no hostility to the rate. The movement began in 
Manchester, and was continued en the narrow princi- 
ple of that school, The outery had been mainly facti- 
tious. Petitions had been manufactured in the most 
shameless manner. A few parishioners created strife, 
merely to weary the clergymen, and all this was quoted 
as the opposition to church-rates of public opinion. He 
denied that the great body of the Nonconformists were 
to be counted amongst the opposers of the rate. Its 
real enemies were those who went further—who looked 
to the abolition of tithes, the destruction of the Church 
of England asa national church, and its total separa- 
tion from the State. ‘Those bodies who had organised 
themselves against church-rates had avowed that their 
organisation would not cease with the abolition of the 


rate. 
Mr. BRIGHT called on the House, in the interest of

We frequently hear persons commiserating the wants of 
the “ poor curate,” and asking, “Can nothing be done to 
better his state? Here is a way in which they cannot only bene- 
fit others, bat serve themselves. Let every parish in which there 
is not a suitable residence for the curate set about providing 
one, and thus they will secure his services, increase bis com- 
forte, and add at least £20 a year to bis income. I feel satis- 
fied that in few cases the attempt would be unsuccessful. I 
have known parishes where a curate would not, or rather 
could not, stay more than six or eight months, in consequence 
of the dilapidated state of the only cabin or cottage in which 
he could get accommodation, frequently causing thereby 
mach disappointment to the rector and parishioners, who 
thought they had secured a good man. 

Now, this, say, is a matter for the laity 
themselves. No doubt, our venerated Primate and bishops, 
with many of the wealthier rectors, would heartily co-operate; 
but tothink that the Ecclesiastical Commissioners would 
assist in the undertaking seems to my mind “a mockery, 
a delusion, and a snare.” They give no satisfaction in the | 
discharge of their duties, and therefore we must not expect 
too much from them in the dispensing of their charities; and, 
lest this judgment might appear too harsh, let me just no- 
tice two matters which came under my‘own immediate obser- 
vation:— During the first year of my curacy, my rector asked 
me to apply to the Commissieners to have the church g - 
replated, as from length of service it presented a most dis- 
graceful appearance. As Í was going to town, Í thought the 
best way was to allow the article to plead its own cause, and 
accordingly I bronght it to the Commissioners’ Office, and 
set it down before them, at once, on seeing it, they pledged 
themselves either to supply a new one or have it replated, and 
requested me to proeure estimates from three or four silver- 
smiths. This I did, which involved the loss of half a day, 
and a considerable amount of car-hire. The estimates I sent 
at once to the Commissioners, and was promised by them, or 
their representatives, that the thing should be done ; but 
what was my surprise to receive an official communication 
from them in afew days, saying that their funds did not

. Burke v. Tuite. 

This was a petition filed to charge the separate estate of the 
respondent, Mrs Tuite, with the sum of £70, in which she 
was indebted to the petitioner, Mr Martin Burke, for hotel 
expenses and accommodation. It appeared that this lady 
was entitled to an annuity of £1,200 a year, charged on certain 
Jands, and Mr. Andrews, .,, that upon the authori- 
being no agreement in writing, the separate estate 
Was not chargeable. 

Mr. Brereton, Q.C., and Mr, Coffey, appeared for the peti- 


ner. 
& His Lordship said he regretted he could not help the peti- 
tioner. This lady's annuity, being charged on land, amounted 
to frecho!d estate, and no matter how meritorious the case 
of the petitioner was, he could not charge upon a parole con- 
tract ber separate estate with the fetitioner’s demand. 


ROLLS COURT—Yresrerpay. 
Ashworth v. Browne. 

The particulars of this case have already appeared in the 
Iain Times on the several oceasions on which it has been 
beforethe court. The prayer of the cause petition filed on 
behalf of the petitioners prayed that they might be quieted 
in the ion of the several fishery in that part of the 
river of Galway lying between Lough Corrib and the sea, 
notwithstanding the adverse claims set up by Browne, 
Hughes, and of the inhabitants of Galway. Upon the 
last day of hearing the case was adjourned for an oral exami- 
nation of certain witnesses, to obtain evidence in relation to 
the contested claims of the parties. The witnesses were, ac- 
cordingly, ht up yesterday and examined. 

Mr. Martin Morriss was sworn, and deposed to his ac- 
quaintance with several persons who were in the 
habit of angling in the river; he remembered Galway 
for more than 60 years; there was not any hindrance 
to fish in any particular part of the river from Lough 
Corrib to the sea, — when it was necessary to 
obtain permission to do so from the Long Wall. The public 
were accustomed to use a rod and line, with no opposition, at 
any point of the river. 

witness was cross-examined by Mr. J. E. Walsh, 0.C., 
but nothing important was elicited. 

Robert Martin, sworn, stated that he was acquainted 
with the fishing customs of the river since 1794; the public 
were in the habit of using a rod and line without hindrance ; 
he had seen persons frequently fishing between the West 
bridge and the sea; many people in Galway lived by this ; 
had ag — fishing between the salmon weir and the 
lake; h seen the * fishing between the weir 
and West Bridge; all parts of the river were free 
to be fished in, except some particular places which 
were confined to the permission of the proprietors; the 
mode of fishing pursued by the public was confined to line 
and rod; nets were not used, but he had known men near 
the Claddagh who laid them to catch herrings, and when the 
tide went out they drew up salmon. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Edward Sullivan. 0.C.—Knew 
the Rev. Mr. Hedges Fyre Maunsell very well, and also Mr, 
Hutchison, and had known them to give permission to fish 
to officers and ether persons. 

Mr. Brewster, (C., said he wished to call his honour's at- 
tention to the 2d section of the S5th chapter of the Ard 
George III., which imposed a penalty of £5, and the loss of 
the boat and fishing tackle, upon any person who disturbed 
the proprietor ofa several fishery im the river, by fishing for 
salmon under pretence of taking smaller fish.

Mr. Walter Bourke, QC, appeared for the plaintiff, but 
did not oppose the motion, whieh was accordingly allowed.

In this case the plaintiff, who held a judgment for £101 
against the defendant, had, onthe 19th April, obtained a rule 
nisi for a garnishee order, attaching part of a claim for £750, 
which, it was alleged, the defendunt bad on Captain Cross, of 
Rathmines, in satisfaction of plaintiff's demand.

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. 
Dublin, Thursday Evening. 

During the last week we bad a return winter, and 
again the Dublin mountains were covered with snow. Cold 
storms of sleet and rain have been followed by frosts at night, 
and brilliant sunshine daring the day. e may have a 
pause in the upward movement, but cannot to late 
prices; and we are of opinion that a higher may pre- 
vail further on. Our fresh arrivals from foreiga ports for 
the past week comprise 2,370 qrs. barley, 6,080 qrs. wheat, 
and 1.127 sacks flour. Cross-channel we have received 
2,460 ars. malt, 1,510 qre. ladian corn, 2,963 sacks four, and 
5,790 ara. wheat. These are liberal supplies, and we need 
them. Our ex ports now of grain are almost ni/, and we have 
ceased to bean exporting country. Prompt measures are 
being taken for grinding corn for the West of Ireland, where 
the destitution seems to be worse than in other parts. The 
scarcity of fodder is great everywhere, and prices have 
reached a height almost witheut pr rt. There was no 
change to report in the prices at the Dublin Corn Exchange 
on ‘luesday. The farmers’ supplies were nominal. The 
market, on the whole, was firm. Foreign wheat in good de-
